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4 ‘That  Old  Red  Ark  - - Mechanics  Building” 

“I  had  occasion  the  other  day  to  drop  into  that  wonderful 
old  red  brick  ark  on  Huntington  Avenue  known  all  over  the 
place  as  Mechanics  Building,  the  first  time  I ever  went  in 
when  nothing  was  going  on  in  it,  and  emerged  an  hour  or 
so  later  with  the  sensation  of  a reporter  who  has  been  living 
on  a little  scoop  all  his  life  and  didn’t  know  it.  The  place,  its 
organization  and  its  history  is  curious  and  interesting  indeed. 

“How  many  of  the  three-quarters  of  a million  people  or  more 
who  swarm  into  it  in  the  course  of  a year  to  look  at  the  Sports- 
men’s Show,  the  Flower  Show,  the  Dog  Show  and  the  endless 
procession  of  exhibitions  that  take  place  there  annually  know, 
for  example,  that  Paul  Revere  was  the  first  president  of  the 
private  organization  that  owns  and  operates  the  building? 

Franklin’s  Press 

“Or  that  it  houses,  among  other  irreplaceable  museum 
pieces,  Ben  Franklin’s  own  printing  press? 

“Or  that  the  organization  itself,  officially  The  Massachu- 
setts Charitable  Mechanics  Association,  was  responsible  for 
the  completion  of  the  Bunker  Hill  Monument? 

“Answer:  practically  no  one  but  the  members  themselves; 
the  general  public,  myself  including,  merely  accept  it,  like 
so  many  other  interesting  things  around  town,  as  a place  to 
go  and  see  something  in  while  not  seeing  the  place  itself. 

“The  building,  of  which  more  later,  dates  from  18S1  and 
occupies,  insofar  as  anyone  can  pin-point  the  location,  the 
site  of  the  great  Peace  Exposition  of  the  70’s  when  Johann 
Strauss  conducted  an  orchestra  and  chorus  of  20,000  (in- 


eluding  a thousand  firemen  beating  on  anvils).  But  the  or- 
ganization owning  and  operating  the  building  dates  from  1794 
when  a group  of  tradesmen,  mechanics  and  manufacturers 
of  Boston  assembled  at  the  Green  Dragon  tavern  to  consult 
on  measures  for  petitioning  the  General  Court  to  revise  and 
amend  the  laws  respecting  apprentices. 

“At  the  time  the  apprentice  system  was  in  full  bloom; 
so  full,  in  fact,  that  the  apprentices,  who  were  bound  to  their 
masters  until  their  21st  birthday,  often  acquired  so  much 
technical  skill  before  their  apprenticeship  was  over  they 
broke  their  agreements  and  went  into  business  for  themselves. 
So  it  was,  in  1794,  a group  of  83  men  representing  bricklayers, 
blacksmiths,  coopers,  cordwainers,  goldsmiths,  shipwrights, 
masons,  hairdressers,  riggers,  and  others  in  the  mechanical 
trades  met  with  silversmith  Paul  Revere  to  consider  what 
could  be  done. 

Revere  Elected 

“While  they  apparently  hadn’t  thought  of  making  it  a 
permanent  organization  from  the  outset  the  idea  immediately 
took  hold,  and  the  officers  were  elected  the  following  spring 
with  Paul  Revere  as  first  president.  The  annual  dues  were  a 
dollar  (‘payable  quarterly’)  but  it  took  the  Associated 
Mechanics,  as  they  were  first  called,  ten  years  to  get  their 
proposals  through  the  legislature,  for  many  believed  it  was 
a combination  to  extort  extravagant  prices  for  labor. 

“This  was  not  the  case;  from  the  very  outset  the  charitable 
character  of  the  Association  (renamed  to  its  present  title  in 
1806)  was  evident  in  many  financial  grants  to  mechanics  in 
difficulty  . . . Indeed,  in  its  160  years  to  date,  it  had  disbursed 
no  less  than  a half  million  for  charitable  purposes  and  more 
than  $125,000  in  educational  scholarships  for  the  mechanical 
trades. 

“A  survey  of  its  activities  in  those  160  years  turns  up  a 
number  of  little-known  things  about  this  . . . well,  maybe  I 
shouldn’t  say  little-known  organization  (though  certainly  the 
general  public  is  hardly  aware  of  its  enormous  contribution 
to  the  life  of  the  city).  From  the  beginning  a social  as  well  as 
a professional  group  (its  ‘festivals’  according  to  the  Asso- 
ciation’s history,  were  ‘frequently  of  a convivial  character’), 
it  inaugurated  lecture  courses  on  scientific  subjects  as  early 
as  1828,  courses,  that  attracted  national  attention.  One,  on 
railroads,  which  were  at  the  time  all  but  unheard  of,  had  to 
be  repeated  for  the  state  legislature.  These  lecture  courses 
were  continued  up  to  fairly  recent  times,  as  were  the  schools 
it  founded. 

Aided  Constitution 

“But  (under  Revere’s  leadership)  it  contributed  to  the 
adoption  in  Massachusetts  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  took 
part  in  founding  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  estab- 
lished a vast  libraiy  on  scientific  and  mechanical  topics  for 
apprentices,  operated  schools  in  writing,  arithmetic  and  draw- 
ing, built  the  famous  old  Revere  House  hotel,  presented  the 
City  of  Boston  with  the  Franklin  statue  in  front  of  the  City 
Hall,  helped  preserve  the  Paul  Revere  house  for  posterity, 
finished  up  the  Bunker  Hill  monument  and,  of  course,  spon- 
sored endless  numbers  of  mechanical  exhibitions  and  displays 
that  were  the  wonder  of  the  times. 


“Today  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanics  Associa- 
tion has  dwindled  from  a membership  of  a thousand  or  more 
in  the  SO’s  and  90’s  to  about  190,  and  while  its  educational 
and  social  activities  are  correspondingly  curtailed,  its  chari- 
table and  benevolent  character  remains  in  its  scholarships 
and  other  good  works  under  the  presidency  of  Harvey  L. 
Macaulay, 

“The  reason  for  the  dwindling  membership  is  clear  enough, 
too,  for  it  lies  in  the  (close)  definition  of  the  word  ‘mechanic.’ 
Just  as  the  day  of  the  apprentice  passed,  so  has  the  day  of 
the  mechanic,  the  skilled  artisan.  And  to  be  a member  a 
man  must  for  five  years  have  been  a partner  or  an  owner 
of  a firm  that  employs  ‘mechanics.’  But  it  still  has  a tiger  by 
the  tail  in  Mechanics  Building. 

“Although  Mechanics  Building  isn’t  terribly  old  as  build- 
ings go,  being  but  a mere  73  years  of  age,  the  elaborate  Vic- 
torian conceits  of  its  red  brick  exterior  which  extends  for 
600  or  more  feet  along  Huntington  avenue,  it  somehow 
conveys  a sense  of  remote  and  faded  grandeur. 

“To  walk  along  the  street  outside  and  examine  the  facade 
of  the  building  is  to  find  all  kinds  of  surprises  and  fancies 
in  brick;  bas  reliefs  of  steam  engines,  locomotives,  scenes  of 
industry  and  commerce  cut  into  solid  brick  over  the  portals; 
herringbone  work,  flaring  cornices,  intricate  mouldings, 
decorative  dormers  and  window  frames  and,  in  fact,  all  the 
florid  details  so  much  in  vogue  at  the  time  and  characteristic 
of  many  Back  Bay  homes  and  buildings. 

Built  to  Last 

“ ‘And  they  sure  put  her  up  to  last,’  said  George  Laing, 
who  has  managed  the  building  for  the  last  decade  or  so 
but  who  has  been  associated  with  exposition  management  for 
25  years,  ‘it’s  as  solid  as  the  Hock  of  Gibraltar.’  So  solid,  in 
fact,  that  during  the  war  when  steel  was  in  short  supply 
architects  and  builders  came  in  to  study  the  laminated  wooden 
girders  in  Grand  Hall  to  see  how  the  original  builders  did  it. 

It  Floored  Them,  Too 

“The  last  of  the  privately  owned  exposition  halls  in  the 
country  and  one  of  the  largest  an}7 where  with  150,000  gross 
feet  of  floor  space,  Mechanics  Building  is  composed  of  two 
main  sections  in  Grand  Hall  itself,  which  seats  about  4500, 
and  Exhibition  Hall,  a triangular  sort  of  room  perhaps  200 
feet  long.  ‘Originally  there  were  no  rooms  above  Exhibition 
Hall,’  Mr.  Laing  explained,  ‘but  about  1900  they  floored  it  all 
in  and  added  Paul  Revere  hall  upstairs  as  well  as  the  bal- 
cony space.’ 

“At  that  time,  too,  they  refloored  Exhibition  Hall  and 
today  when  there’s  no  exhibition  on,  it  is  possible  to  see  it 
was  arranged  in  a huge  oval  pattern.  ‘That  was  for  roller 
skating,’  said  Mr.  Laing.  ‘At  the  turn  of  the  century  this  was 
a very  fashionable  place  indeed.’ 

“As  a matter  of  fact  it  never  has  lost  its  fashion  as  a 
favored  exhibition  hall,  and  for  a variety  of  pretty  good 
reasons.  ‘In  the  first  place,’  he  continued,  ‘the  floors  can 
handle  practically  any  load  from  a 50-foot  cruiser  to  a tank 
of  water  weighing  many  tons.  In  the  second  place,  though 
perhaps  a lot  of  people  might  not  realize  it,  it’s  actually  one  of 
the  safest  places  for  a big  crowd  in  the  country.  It  has  more 


and  bigger  exits  for  a building  of  its  type  than  any  I know  of, 
and  the  place  can  be  cleared  in  a matter  of  moments.  No- 
body’s ever  more  than  50  feet  from  an  exit. 

Irregular  Shape 

“ ‘And  curiously  enough,  the  very  irregularity  of  the  place, 
with  all  its  odd  nooks  and  crannies,  its  funny  basement, 
and  its  ups  and  downs,  gives  the  one  who  comes  in  to  see  a 
show  the  idea  he’ll  never  see  it  all.  So  he  keeps  plugging 
around  always  finding  something  new.  And  goes  home  think- 
ing he  really  got  his  money’s  worth.  We  know  it  works  that 
way,  too,’  he  added,  ‘because  several  shows  have  tried  other 
halls  but  found  the  lack  of  variety  and  contrast  in  the  places 
themselves  had  people  complaining  that  there  wasn’t  enough 
to  see.  There  was,  but  they  could  see  it  too  easily.  Sounds 
funny,  maybe,  but  it’s  true.’ 

“Because  of  this  strange  character  of  the  place,  Mechanics 
Building  is  probably  as  well  known  to  New  Englanders  as  a 
whole  as  any  in  the  city  with  its  yearly  procession  of  shows. 
‘The  biggest  of  course,’  said  Mr.  Laing,  ‘are  the  Sportsmen’s 
Show  and  the  Flower  Show,  but  we  have  everything  from 
the  Dog  Show  to  the  Cage  Bird  Show,  from  the  Poultry  and 
Country  Life  Show  to  the  Do  It  Yourself  Show.  That’s  the 
one  that  staggered  us;  we  never  dreamed  it  would  attract 
the  throng  it  did  and  this  year  we  think  it  may  prove  to  be 
one  of  the  biggest  of  all.’ 

“The  principal  interest  in  a deserted  Mechanics  Building, 
however,  is  in  the  office  itself.  Here,  in  a big  room  filled  with 
heavy  oak  furniture,  the  walls  entirely  covered  with  oil 
portraits  of  all  the  49  presidents  of  the  Massachusetts  Char- 
itable Mechanic  Association  from  Paul  Revere  on,  are  the 
mementos  of  the  Association’s  160-years. 

“Chief  among  them,  perhaps,  is  the  printing  press  Ben 
Franklin  worked  on  as  a boy,  an  ancient  wooden  structure 
contained  in  a huge  glass  case  spotlighted  from  the  inside. 
It  was  brought  over  from  England  in  1717  and  Ben  served 
his  apprenticeship  with  it  before  moving  on  to  Philadelphia. 
‘I  suppose  it  ought  to  be  in  the  Science  Museum  or  some- 
where where  people  can  see  it,’  said  Mr.  Laing,  running  his 
finger  along  the  platen.  ‘Needs  dusting,  too.’ 

President’s  Chair 

“Another  is  the  president’s  chair,  a wildly  rococo  affair 
made  of  wood  taken  from  Ben  Franklin’s  house  and  carved 
with  the  likenesses  of  Franklin  and  Revere.  The  thing  that 
most  fascinated  me,  however,  was  a working  model  of  one 
of  the  first  walking-beam  steam  engines  made  in  this  country. 
Contained  in  another  glass  case  filled  with  all  sorts  of  ancient 
models  including  a static  machine,  a primitive  electric  light 
bulb,  and  other  strange  mechanical  contraptions,  it  was  a 
marvelous  tribute  to  the  magnificent  workmanship  of  a cen- 
tury or  so  ago. 

“ ‘And  it  still  works,’  remarked  Mr.  Percy  Bond,  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  Association,  as  I examined  it.  ‘Funny 
thing,  I hooked  it  up  to  the  steam  radiator  the  other  day  with 
a l ubber  hose,  and  she  pumped  away  like  anything.  Hasn’t 
been  out  of  the  case  for  years,  either.’  ” 
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Boston,  January  19,  1955. 

The  one  hundred  and  sixtieth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  was  held 
this  day  in  Paul  Revere  Banquet  Hall,  Mechanic’s  Building, 
in  pursuance  to  a call  duly  issued  for  said  meeting.  Previous 
to  the  meeting,  a buffet  luncheon  was  served  in  Paul  Revere 
Banquet  Hall  from  12.30  to  1.30  o’clock. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1.30  p.m.  There 
were  present:  Harvey  L.  Macaulay,  President;  Past  Presi- 
dents Percy  C.  Bond,  Ralph  L.  Whitcomb,  Justin  A.  Duncan, 
Lawson  W.  Oakes,  and  the  following  members:

Exhibit  A — Balance  Sheet  presents  the  financial  position  of  the 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  at  the  close  of  business 
December  31,  1954.  We  do  comment  on  specific  items  contained  therein 
as  follows: 


Current  Assets : 

Cash  Receipts  and  Disbursements  were  checked  in  detail  with  bank 
deposits  and  withdrawals.  All  disbursements  were  supported  by  can- 
celled checks,  which  we  examined  in  detail. 

The  balance  in  the  checking  account  as  of  December  31,  1954  has 
been  confirmed  by  direct  correspondence.  The  cash  in  office  was  duly 
verified  during  the  course  of  our  examination.  Exhibit  A — Schedule  1 
reflects  the  changes  in  Reserve  Cash,  which  is  deposited  in  sundry  savings 
banks.  This  asset  was  verified  by  direct  correspondence  and  also  sup- 
ported by  bank  passbooks. 

The  Association  expended  $8,128.45  during  the  calendar  year  1954 
for  relief  purposes.  This  compares  with  an  expenditure  during  1953  of 
$8,412.20.  The  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund  will  reimburse  the  Associa- 
tion for  the  above  $8,128.45. 
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The  total  of  amounts  owed  by  individual  debtors  agreed  with  the 
control.  The  accounts  are  considered  collectible. 

Other  Funds:  $ 7,604.00 . 

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  confirmed  that 
they  held  in  safe  keeping  as  of  January  3,  1955  “Deposit  in  Trust”  certifi- 
cate #568  of  the  Association  for  323.17  shares  of  the  Massachusetts  Life 
Fund.  The  value  of  these  shares  as  of  December  31,  1954  was  $11,314.18. 
They  also  have  retained  $0.33  of  uninvested  cash.  The  book  value  of  this 
asset  is  $7,604.00. 

Investments:  $382,547.04 .. 

The  securities  and  income  therefrom  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  a 
separate  report  rendered  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund.  All  of  the 
underlying  securities  and  savings  banks  passbooks  were  examined  in  the 
presence  of  a majority  of  the  Trustees  on  January  4,  1955  at  the  Boston 
Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company.  All  income  was  traced  to  the  depository 
banks. 

Investments  in  Plant:  $538,466.89. 

By  a special  act  of  the  legislature  in  the  year  1880  the  Association 
can  hold  $600,000.00  in  real  and  personal  property.  Shortly  thereafter 
the  Association  voted  to  buy  the  land  of  its  present  site  and  erect  a build- 
ing thereon.  The  present  building  was  appraised  in  1923  for  $528,000.00 
by  two  independent  appraisers  and  that  is  the  value  at  which  it  is  now 
carried  on  the  books.  The  property  was  assessed  in  1946  by  the  City  of 
Boston  as  follows: 


Land  (109,840  square  feet) $714,300 

Building 95,700 

Total $810,000 


The  above  values  were  used  as  the  basis  of  the  1954  assessment. 
Insurance  is  carried  by  the  Association  as  follows : 


Building $420,000

Total $435,500 


In  addition  to  the  above  the  paintings  are  insured  for  $20,920.  The 
Association  also  carries  Workmen’s  Compensation  and  Public  Liability 
insurance.  The  financial  officers  are  bonded  in  the  sum  of  $35,000. 


Current  Liabilities 

In  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained  all  known  liabilities  were  recorded 
on  the  books  of  account  as  at  December  31,  1954. 

Profit : $ 18,520.93 . 

The  profit  from  operations  for  the  year  ended  is  reflected  in  detail  in 
Exhibit  B and  supporting  schedules. 

We  hereby  certify  that  Exhibit  A fairly  presents  the  financial  position 
of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  as  at  the  close  of 
business  December  31,  1954  and  that  the  related  statements  of  Profit  and 
Loss  and  Surplus  correctly  reflect  the  result  of  operations  for  the  period 
ended  on  that  date. 

Our  examination  included  such  normal  audit  procedure  as  we  deemed 
necessary  under  existing  circumstances  and  prior  examinations  in  accord- 
ance with  generally  accepted  accounting  practice.

10.  To  hear  the  annual  address  of  the  President,  which 
was  as  follows: 

The  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  has  just  ended 
a year  in  which  our  operations  have  not  been  profitable,  but  thanks  to 
Mr.  Laing’s  efforts  and  know-how,  we  have  obtained  a sizeable  tax  abate- 
ment which  allows  us  to  show  a profit  for  the  year.  We  find  ourselves 
$18,520.93  better  off  than  we  were  at  this  time  last  year.  This  abatement 
was  obtained  by  Mr.  Laing  at  no  cost  to  the  Association. 

The  business  outlook  for  1955  is  good,  and  I expect  to  read  a much 
better  report  one  year  hence. 

The  Board  of  Government,  Finance  Committee,  and  Building  Com- 
mittee have  had  ten  regular  meetings,  all  very  well  attended.  I am 
impressed  by  the  excellent  spirit  of  cooperation  and  friendly  relationship 
which  prevails  at  all  our  meetings. 

Death  has  taken  eleven  of  our  members  during  the  past  year.  Men 
like  John  McGann,  Sam  Low,  Andy  Seiler,  Eben  Noel,  and  the  others, 
are  not  easily  replaced.  We  must  be  ever  alert  for  successful  business  men 
who  can  meet  our  requirements.  Our  membership  has  dropped  to  184; 
however,  we  must  keep  our  standards  high  and  choose  only  the  best. 
Thomas  Crowdis,  William  Gillis,  Elmer  Telfer,  and  Amos  Crooks  are  the 
type  of  members  we  are  happy  to  welcome. 

Our  Relief  Committee  quietly  does  its  good  work  under  Merton  P. 
Ellis.  Only  our  beneficiaries  know  the  good  they  do.  We  are  proud  of 
them  and  the  help  they  give  in  our  name. 

I have  a letter  from  Mr.  Laing  which  I would  like  to  include,  and  it  is 
as  follows : 

January  14,  1955. 

Harvey  L.  Macaulay,  President 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association 
Boston , Massachusetts 
Dear  Mr.  Macaulay: 

At  the  close  of  business  in  1954,  we  find  ourselves  in  the  unusual 
position  of  having  had  an  exceptionally  poor  year  in  operations  but  still 
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showing  a substantial  gain  in  profit.  Our  over-all  picture  indicates  our 
rentals  were  some  $20,000  less  than  1953.  This  can  be  accounted  for 
mainly  by  the  unexpected  competition  from  the  State  owned  tax  free 
Boston  Arena.  The  loss  of  the  Hawley-Mullane  School  rental  also 
accounted  for  a percentage  of  the  decrease,  but  in  our  own  opinion  the 
constant  clamor  for,  and  half  promises  of  new  Civic  Auditorium  perhaps 
hurt  most  of  all.  However,  a change  in  management  at  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Convention  Bureau  seems  to  indicate  that  the  Bureau  will 
make  every  effort  to  sell  our  facilities  and  play  down  the  future  availability 
of  a new  auditorium. 

It  might  be  mentioned  here  that  the  possibility  of  such  a new  building 
together  with  the  development  of  the  Boston  & Albany  yards  seems 
dimmer  as  time  goes  on.  Your  Building  Manager  attended  the  State 
House  hearings  on  the  Back  Bay  project  and  the  opposition  to  it  in  its 
present  form  seems  insurmountable.  With  a new  building  still  apparently 
a long  time  away  we  have  continued  our  program  of  improving  the  appear- 
ance of  the  building  wherever  possible.  The  property  weathered  both 
hurricanes  much  better  than  should  have  been  expected  of  a seventy-five- 
year-old  structure.  There  was,  however,  considerable  expense  for  roof 
and  chimney  damage. 

We  continue  to  maintain  friendly  relations  with  the  Board  of  Assessors 
at  City  Hall  to  the  end  that  we  have  received  substantial  cash  abatements 
for  1952,  1953,  1954.  These  abatements  alone  carried  us  over  what 
would  otherwise  have  been  a rough  year.  Total  rentals  for  1954 
were  only  $93,000.  At  the  present  time,  we  have  firm  leases  for  1955  in 
the  amount  of  $90,000  and  excellent  prospects  for  increasing  this  figure. 
It  is  well  to  remember  that  as  the  amount  of  our  rentals  increases  so  too 
does  the  proportion  of  our  very  important  concessions,  electricity  and 
checkrooms. 

We  are  accepting  firm  bookings  into  1959  at  the  present  time.  How- 
ever, we  have  plenty  of  free  time  summer  and  fall  and  any  thoughts  on 
obtaining  new  business  from  the  Board  or  the  Membership  would  be  most 
helpful. 

Will  you  kindly  convey  to  your  various  committees  our  appreciation 
for  their  excellent  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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NECROLOGY 


FRANK  E.  WINGATE 

Frank  Elmer  Wingate  was  born  January  3,  1872,  and  died  Novem- 
ber 15,  1953,  age  eighty-two  years,  ten  months,  and  twelve  days.  He  was 
a painter  and  decorator,  and  joined  this  Association  April  3,  1908,  having 
been  a member  for  over  forty-six  years.

John  Frederick  McGann  was  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  May 
31,  1879,  the  son  of  Thomas  F.  and  Mary  Robinson  McGann,  and  received 
his  education  in  Somerville  Grammar  and  High  Schools  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology,  graduating  with  B.S.  in  civil  engineering.
